I*ve just packaged for mailing today the second of two Priority l'iail^8^afeis 
of the Inside manuscript# In copying for the second batch I noticed some page numbers 
seem to be missing* Perhaps they are but it also seems possible to me that in doing the 
renumbering I may have erred in writing the numbers. Vie decided to tape them together 
for a stronger package. 

In continuing this copying, now in the chapters thai have no number and relate 
to Mark Riebling and his book, I noticed some paper tliat may seem strange to you f rougher 
and one side much darker* That vias Ozalid paper. That was for an inexpensive form of 
duplicating that Block used for tfp^ returns* ^il was a Block office ^manager and the 
head of tiiat circle of them, the owner of t ! .at franchise, gqve me many packages of some 
of it that was out of date. They wore among paper 1 could reused so I used them • They 
are probnbly the end of tliat paper by several yfars* 

Paper is not all I began conserving with the 1975 energy crisis. I heated us 
with wood, first with the fireplace and then with the inset store you saw in it. It was 
tra 3 h wood and we did not waste the ashes. Nor the branches* Nor the twigs. Or leaves* 
Tliat year I hit a btoanza as a consultant for the National Enquirer some of whose people 
then wero good people and J'ood friends. I^bought,*\mong other things with tliat rare 
windfall, a commercial Jfitchippey and t auele r a friend now lias that use of it is unsafe for 



me. all that went through it ncnt back to nature. 

While I'm resting my legs, a bit more. Ton may refall that ours is a long and 
fairly narrow five plus acres cut lengthwise by a hnnkx little stream. First 1 haV 1 - 
vested all the down wood on that side of the property, fairly steep. Each morning 
hen I want out for the papers a I had a stout rope with a loop in one ene$4 I threw 
do wn to the path all tliat I wanted to take to the house. Then I stacked it on that rope, 
and v/lien -L had a load, and they wero good-sizod loads, I ran the f\ree end through the 
loop. That meanf” bhe harder I had to pull the i igatho r the load got. I usually had the 
bufif^ ends where the rope was and usually had them on my right shoulder. That way ■*“ 
hauled a grat amount of small wood up to the ho^se wheSpre v/hen I could I work«te it up. 

As needed I nulled treses, dead and those not worth keeping. I had the large 
manure wheelbarrow from f^paai^g and then I got a large cart I still have. Vi hen I got 
the luxury of a 10" chain saw, and I took down trees much larger than 10" with it, I 
cut the wood to size whene I felled it. Anyway, we*fr heated us with wood until my heart 
operation. Tliat rjficl reusing paper save~|SPtr petroluem* Ilak^paper requires great amounts 
of energy. 

The retyped chapter was not on a computer* Special interest. 
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I wrote some of these things on tlio off cliance that if the books got attention 
thord mighi be some interest in them. I wrote about the LaFontaines because of the 
extraordinary attention given their s£ff by the Post. I've written about Max Holland 
based on liis article because 1 can do that now and may not be able to when the book 
ii out next year. I'll include wliat I v/rote about Holland after the about six chapters 
that as of now 1 have yet to copy. I'll probably send them all at one time. 

The student who is working ever so slowly on the Mailer book has a little 
for me to read th^it I'll pick up tliis morning (l2/l) and I'll then give her seven more 
chapters I'vo just copied fpr her to bold hor over the break and perhaps a little after 
that if the weather is bad. She lias no^transjportation. Her estimate was that she 
could do a chapter a week. She has not been able to do qVite that much. 

All of tliis is within the scheme of Insi .e the JFK Assassination Industry.

And I am so grateful ybu and Nancy are willing to retype this mesa and ■xi a nt 
make disks available to others! 

Mow I have to finish copying the rest of the Mailer book and have that ready 
for the student who is so slowly doing it. I await by mail a transcript of what Mailer 
said about his ^C^Ieing a novel, wliich I say throughout and begin with! With a quo- 
tation of wliat he said before it was out, even before the New Yorker reprint! She has 
finished only 10 chapters and I've read aril corrected thdm.I'm keeping them in a 
separate , labelled box for the corrections to be made after the ietypigg is done. 

I've heard nothing from Carol Deck. I think I'll write her and tell her that 
she does not come up viit the original disks, regardless of wliatever else she may 
have on them, she'll next hoar from a aLL./yer. I suppose for the lawyer, if you've no 
further need of them, I 11 need the disk she gave me... I wish U could mafike sense 
out of what she lias and lias not done and of her obduracy and nonresponsiveness.
